REPORTS NEWCOMER

Herbert Tomaschek, a recent arrival from Austria, 
informed El] Don this week that there is little hope for 
actual Austrian independence, even though the Russians 
have agreed to withdraw their occupation troops. ; 

Tomaschek’s reasons for his views are, “That Russia, 
in her chess game of world agg- 
resion, must believe Austria more 
valuable as a neutral buffer state, 
rather than a dissatisfied satellite. 
The influence of the democratic 
western powers, amplified by the 
Voice of America, has made great 
inroads into the enlightenment of 
the Austrians; shattering the Com- 
monet fantasy of a world para- 
ise.”
